This is the first appearance in print of the " Sonnets from the Portu- 
guese,'* which were not published until 1850, when they were issued 
under the titie "Sonnets from the Portuguese" as a part of a poem by 
Elizabeth Barrett Browning. This little volume was published pri- 
vately at the suggestion of Mary Russell Mitford. Beside being one 
of the one hundred books famous in English literature, this is consid- 
ered one of the rarest volumes of any 1 9th century writer. Writing to 
Mr. Gosse many years afterward, Mr. Browning said: "I dared not 
preserve to myself the finest sonnets written in any language since

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Shakespeare*s/' A recent census of copies of this work reveals the fact 
that only about fifteen copies are known. The series of sonnets as 
printed in 1847 consisted of forty-three sonnets only. But in 1856, 
when the fourth edition to the poem appeared, a fresh sonnet was in- 
troduced between numbers XLI and XLII of the original series,itself 
becoming number XLII ; thus the total number of sonnets in the fi- 
nally completed series reached forty-four. The title "Sonnets from the 
Portuguese" by which this series of poems is now known, was adopted 
as an afterthought. The title is misleading and many persons regard 
the sonnets as being actual translations from the Portuguese. One of 
the pet names bestowed by Browning upon his wife was "The Little 
Portuguese," hence when the Sonnets were handed by the poetess to 
her husband the gift may possibly have been offered as "from the Lit- 
tle Portuguese." Up to 191 8 there was no copy of this edition in the 
British Museum.

The tale which these disjointed fragments present is founded upon cir- 
cumstances now less common in the East than formerly ; either because 
the ladies are more circumspect than in the "olden time," or because 
the Christians have better fortune or less enterprise.

The Dictionary appeared on April 15, 175 5, after eight years of enor- 
mous labor. In the same year Johnson had received the degree of A. M. 
from the Oxford University and it was thought desirable that these let- 
ters appear on the title page of the " Dictionary," which at once took 
its place as a standard authority and went rapidly through several 
editions; an abridgment by Johnson appeared in 1756. The most ob- 
vious defect of the Dictionary is said to be in its derivations, while the 
illustration of the uses of words is its most valuable feature. Johnson 
read through the books which he considered authorities, marking the 
words which he intended to use as illustrations. Although the work 
increased his reputation, the success of the Dictionary did not relieve 
Johnson's poverty. Hewas thrown into the debtors prison,from which 
he was rescued by his friend Samuel Richardson. It was Robert Dods- 
ley who first suggested to Johnson that a dictionary of the English 
language would take well with the public. Johnson undertook his great 
work single-handed, expecting to finish it in three years, but the labor 
was enormous, and eight years were consumed (the work appeared on 
February 20, 1755), though not all of his time was spent on the Dic- 
tionary, for he was at that time editor of "The Rambler." The A* M. 
after the author's name was procured for him at Oxford through the 
good offices of his friend, the Poet Laureate,Thomas Warton. Andrew 
Millar undertook the responsibility of seeing the book through the 
press. His patience was at times sorely tried by Johnson's dilatoriness. 
When the last sheet was brought to him he exclaimed: "Thank God, 
I have done with him." This was repeated to Johnson, who said, with 
a smile : " I am glad that he thanks God for anything."

It is difiUcult to determine the priority of the various editions of the four 
Epistles composing this Essay. Whereas there were once supposed to 
be only four editions, it is now generally conceded that there are ten or 
eleven, two of the First Epistle with " Part I." on the title-page, two of 
the First with " Epistle I," on the title-page, three of the Second, two 
of the Third, and one of the Fourth. 
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No recorded investigations are sufficiently advanced to be of service, 
and in the matter of the numbering of the lines or neglect to number, 
one theory is as plausible as another. It is granted, however, that the 
editions of the First Epistle with " Part I.'* on the title-page were earlier 
printed than those bearing " Epistle I." The wording of the third title- 
page is the same as the second, with the substitution of ^' Epistle III,'' 
for " Epistle II," but they are differently set up. In the imprint of 
Epistle 1 1, "J. Wilford " is in lower case italics, in Epistle 1 1 1, in small 
capitals; Chapter-House in Epistle III is in lower case italics, and not 
in Epistle II. 

In the Address to the Reader preceding Epistle II, Pope says: "The 
Author has been induced to publish these Epistles separately for two 
Reasons : The one, that he might not impose upon the Publick too 
much at once of what he thinks incorrect; The other, that by this 
Method, he might profit of its Judgement on the Parts, in order to 
make the whole less unworthy of it."

Four editions of "GuUiver'sTravels" were published in 1 726, of which 
this is the first. I n the first edition, described above, the second volume 
has not the words "Vol. II." on the title-page. The portrait is in its 
first state, with inscription in a compartment belowthe portrait, but with 
none around the oval. Each part has its own series of signature marks 
and is separately paged ; but Part III ends on page 155. In the " Con- 
tents "of Vol. II," Pyrates" instead of "Pirates "appears. Chapter VII 
of Part III is misprinted Chapter V. 

In another edition of the same date, the words "Vol. II,PartIII," ap- 
pear on the title-page of the second volume ; thereon the word " Glubb- 
dubdrib " (as in this copy) is spelled" Glubbdubdribb." Each part has 
adistinct series of signature marks,and is separately paginated,but Part 
III ends on page 1 54. The portrait is in its second state, with inscrip- 
tion around the oval ; and in the compartment below the portrait are 
two lines in Latin, being a quotation from Persius. In the " Contents 
of Vol. II," "Pyrates" (as in the copy herein collated) has been cor- 
rected to read " Pirates." ChapterVI I of Part 1 1 1 is misprinted Chapter 
V. The running head-line Part IV, page 1 65,is misprinted " Ehe Hou- 
yhnhnms," and the word "subsidies," Part I, page ^^y line 5, is mis- 
printed "subsidues." 

In still another edition of the year 1 726, the title-page of Vol. II is the 
same as in the preceding edition described, but each volume has only 
one set of signature marks and one of pagination.

In the Hoe Catalogue this copy, collated above, is considered to be 
"Presumably the Second Edition." 

The Widener copy is different from the present copy and from other 
editions described in the Hoe Catalogue, in that it combines some of the 
points of all.

The bibliography of the first edition of " Gulliver's Travels " is very 
complicated, and as it is fully discussed in the last volume of Bohn's 
edition of "Swift's Prose Works," it is unnecessary to deal with it at 
length here. The leading points of interest may, however, be men- 
tioned. 

Three distinct issues of the first edition are known to exist, which may 
be referred to as A, AA, and B. 

A portion of the following information is to be found in " Notes and 
Queries," 6^ Series, Vol. XII, pp. I98,350,398,and473,but an inde- 
pendent examination has been made of all available copies. See also 
Craik's ** life of Swift," 1 882, App.VIII,which,however,is inaccurate 
in several particulars. 

A. In this, which is almost certainly the true first issue, the portrait has 
the inscription, " Captain Lemuel Gulliver of RedriflF JEtsit. suae 58," 
in two lines under the oval, and each of the four parts has a separate 
pagination.

AA. In this issue also the parts are paged separately, but the inscription, 
" Captain Lemuel Gulliver of RedrifF^tat. suae LVI 1 1," is around the 
oval of the portrait, and beneath are the lines from Persius : 

"Compositum jus, fasque animi, sanctosque recessus 
Mentifl, et incoctom generoso pectus honesto.'* 

There are also various small differences in the collation. The " Pub- 
lisher to the Reader" begins on verso of A2 and ends on verso of A4, 
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and the contents of Part I begin on verso of A5 and end on verso 
of A6. Signature B begins at p. 5, and Part I ends on verso of K8. In 
the second volume. Part III ends on p. 154. 

The second volume of the copies of this issue in the Forster collection 
is called '^ 2nd edition/' though the date is 1726. 
B. Each volume is paged throughout continuously, instead of having a 
separate pagination for each of the four parts. The portrait is as in AA. 
The " Publisher to the Reader " begins on verso of A2, and the contents 
of Part I are printed in small type on one leaf (A6). B begins at p. 5,and 
Part I ends on verso of K8. The contents of Part II are set in large type 
and occupy four pages. Part II begins at M (p. 149) and ends at p.3 10 
(verso of Vi). 

Vol. II. This is the first issue which has "Vol. II " on the title. Part 
III ends at p. 1 54, and Vol. II ends at p. 353 (Aa8). 
In most copies of this edition Vol. II is called "second edition."' The 
British Museum copy (i 26 1 2 f. 10) seems to have been always "wrongly 
married/' as it is in an early binding, and the same name is written in 
both volumes. True copies of Vol. II of this edition are extremely rare. 
The second edition is dated 1 727, and Vol. II is called " second edition 
corrected." A volume entitled "Travels into several remote Nations of 
the World, by Capt. Lemuel Gulliver, Vol. Ill," was also published in 
I727,butthis is an impudent forgery . Itconsists chiefly of a translation 
of the " Histoire des Sevarambes," by Denys Vairasse d' Alais, pub- 
lished 1 677-1 679. 

An edition was also published in Dublin in 1726 [in the "Dublin 
Weekly Journal" of November 26^, it is advertised as "in the press 
and will be published next week," and on December 3"* it is said to be 
"just published "], by J. Hyde. It is a small 8® of 274 pages, the two 
volumes in one, and paged throughout. It contains the original maps, 
but the only copy I have seen has no frontispiece. This edition is not 
in the British Museum. Another edition was published in Dublin in 
the following year and bears imprint " Dublin, printed for G. Risk, G. 
Ewing, and W. Smith, in Dame Street, 1727." In this the four parts 
are paged separately.
